Trains Loaded 


With Veterans 


• 
AU trains posslfts; through this city 


destined for Richmond, yesterday were 
crowded with the gray-coa-ted, and 
In many cases feeble Confederate vet- 
eran*. en route to the general reunion 
of the United Confederate veterans In 
the Ions beleaguered capital of the 
Confederacy, 
incidentally, the rail- 


way station was thronged at almost 
all hours yesterday with veterans and 
the ladies accompanying them, while 
a few of the Sons of Veterans were 
also numbered with the Richmound- 
bound travelers. 
Besides the regular trains, a special 
train from the far South brought In 
an almost solid train-load of those 
destined for the reunion, and when the 
regular Richmond train was awaiting. 
the leaving hour It developed that it 
would be insufficient to contain those 
awaiting it. While here the railway 
officials added two coaches to the 
regular train, attaching them in rear 
of the combination parlor-buffet car. 
Even these extra cars were nearly 
filled when the train left Danville, 
and as many bor.rded it at almost all 
•joints on the line, it was probably 
crowded before reaching the capital 
and" the delays incident to heavy travel 
doubtless delayed thjj arrival. 


Almost all the veterans wore their 
gray uniforms and most of them broad 
cray hats of the soldiers of the 'GO's, 
while a great many were decorated 
with the bronze Crosses of Honor be- 
stowed by the Daughters of the Con- 
federacy. Not a few wore badges and 
souvenirs of other reunions and all 
were" noticeably' stimulated by their 
enthusiasm in the prospect of meeting 
old comrades. Many .alas, were lame, 
more were feeble and frail-looking- 
and a- few bore ihc- mute testimony of 
heroic &a_cii;ices in the cause of their 
States and of the Confederacy. 
In 


some cases ladies or younger men ac- 
companied the gray-clad old men, and 
it was a pathetic sight to see so many 
so feeble undertake such a trying a'nd 
tiring trip. 
The intermittent drizzle 


and showers of rain boded discomfort 
for many, unless the appeals of the 
Richmond press impel many to open 
their homes to shelter these pilgrims 
revisiting a shrine to many of them 
almost hallowed. 
Danville sent a. few, but this pity 
and county wt-re represented by prob- 
ably a dozen and by several members 
of the iocal camp of Sons of Veterans. 
With a prospect of discontinuance of 
the rainy and uncertain weather to- 
day, the ou£ook for the crimfort of 
those who made the journey is bright- 
er.
